This was so on the home plantation : probably, be- 
cause the distance frem the quarter tu the field, was 
sometimes two and even three miles. 

} The dinner of the slaves consisted of » huge 
piece of ash cake, anda small piece of pork, cr 
two salt herings. Not having ovens, nor any sult- 
able cooking utensils, the slaves mised their meal 
, With a little water, to such thickness that a spoon 
would stand erect init; and, after the wood had 
been burned away to coals and ashes, they would 
place the dough between oak leaves and lay it 
carefully in the ashes, completely coverering it; 
‘hence the bread is called ash cake. The surface 
of this peculiar bread is covered with ashes, to 
the depth of a sixteenth part of an iach, and the 
ashes, certainly, do not make it very grateful to 
the teeth, nor render it very palituble. The bran, 
or coarse part of the meal, is baked withthe fine, 
and the bright scales run through the bread. This 
bread, with its ashes and bran, wouid disgust and 
choke u northern man, Lut it is gnite liked 
by the slaves. They eat it with avidity, and 
are more jconcerned about the quandry than 
about the quality. They are far tuo scantily 
provided for, and are worked {too stealli'y, to be 
januch concerned for the quality of their food.-— 
'The faw minutes allowed them at dinner time, af 
ter partaking of their ccarse repast, are varicus!y 


spent. Some lie down on the “turning row,” and

Mr. Ci.y, with characteristic self-sacrifive, energy 
and promptness, left his furm, spent his time and 
money, canvassed the surrounding country, made 
many stirring and powerful speeches in favor of! 
free men and free speech. fle is the fast friend 
of Freedom, combining miny excellencies—native | 
strength of mind, general acquired knowledye, | 
‘temperate and industrious habits, great beneyo- 

lence of spirit, with indubitable courage. 

Every day the spirit of Liberty was still ‘more 
aud more manifest among the people. The mob 
threatened myself and Mr. Clay with violence and 
death, if we came. So said rumor. 

Many of the friznds of Freedom hegan to pre-! 
pare fur defence of a constitutional right. The 
roll was being formed. The friends of Freedom 
and Oppression were formed in opposipg parties. 
The issue was made. No flinching on the part of 
the frieuds of Freedom. A committee was sen 
by the opposing party, to confer with Mr. Clay.— 
They agreed that I should havea fair hearing. 
Many of the mob were not satisfied with the de- 
cision of their own committee. The excitement 
was very considerable. The proprietors of the 
land, where we had permission to come, took back | 
their grant, and requested us not to come. This 
communication, 


the present excitement, not to come. 

We replied: “We aré not responsible for the 
excitement; but we have no constitutional right to 
go into premises where we are’ refused the privi- 
lege. We will not intrude; but, not yielding lib- 
erty of speech, we shall take the next open door, 
with prospect of usefulness.” 

Some of the slaveholders fof Rockcastle county 
in the mean time cavght the mobocratic spirit, 
called a meeting, and “approved the purpose of 
the people of Lincoln county, in prohi’ iting Mr. 
Clay or myself from coming to the place appcinted 
or that might hereafter be designated.’ I had reg- 
ular appoiutments in that county, (Rockcastle:) 
Mr. Clay also made an appointment at the same 
time and place. We replied to their resolutions 
by written letters and printed handvills, iiviting 
them to mect us in friendly discus-ion in their own 
county. The notice was short, yeta good audi- 
ence was gathered—men and women, young, mid- 
dle-aged* and gray-headed. Almost every person 
present was the firm friend of Freedoin. It wase 
noble gathering of resolute men, who wero de 
termined to sustain Freedom. 

The result of the meeting was salutary over the 
country. Itis now a g°nerally-understuod fuct, 
that in many places, in interior Kdatucky, liberty 
of speech on the subject of Slavery will Le had ai 
all hazards. When this point is attained, much is 
giined. Slavery cannot lung live under the light 
of free discussion. With the light cf free speech, 
we have also the efficiency of the nox, and in sev- 
eral districts Anti-Slavery men have been elecied, 
this spring, to the office of justice of the peace. 

The struggle we are now in here is only part of 
what is going on ia Kansas and ail over the coun- 
try. Let the friends of Freedom Le uneompro- 
misiNng, Aciire, persevering, until the shackles fall

By this article, every slave 
was charged with bis price in the bil! of sale; then 
with boarding and whatever articies of clothing 
Le required, and credited with bis labor. Any 
over work or extra care and Mahagement Was care 
fully aceredited; labor was rated at usual prices, 
anil articles of consumption at cost. A portion of 
each day was appropriated to the giving and re- 
ceiving of instruction. When the credit balance 
the devt. account in the ease of any slave, he was 
free. There were other regulations, but these may 
sufbee. 

Having thus arranged matters, she conveyed the 
real estate, the slaves, andthe personal property 
hy a deed of trust to herself, her sister; Robert 
Owen, R. L. Jennings and Lafayette, with the an-| 
vexed condition, that as fustas the slaves beerme 
free they should be trustees aud owners W ith the 
rest.
